missing pupil. Madame O'Meara and the 
Lady Superioress came into the con- 
vent _ parlor. Both ladies seemed 
to take the disappearance of Miss 
Garrison very much to heart. Madame 
O'Meara, in reply to the reporter’s inquiry, 
stated that the convent authorities had learn- 
ed aaa whatever concerning the missing 
girl. 
one did Miss Garrison leave the con- 
ven 
“On the 2ist of December,” responded 
Madame O’Meara, “‘and she was to have re- 
turned on last Friday.” 
‘‘Who was the last person in the convent 
who saw Miss Garrison?” 
“Miss McMenaney, one of our pupils, saw 
her in the Fifth street car near the junction 


on Saturday. Miss McMenaney was 
returning to the convent in _ her 
carriage, and upon recognizing § her 


school-mate in the car bowed to her.” 
“Have you any theory to account for her 
disappearance?” 

“None that is not connected with foul 
play. The clandestine lover theory is absurd 
from what is known of the young lady’s dis- 
position and habits and from the treatment 
she received at home, where she enjoyed the 
fullest liberty to receive whomsoever she 
pleased. If, however, she has eloped she 
must have gone by an Iron Mountain train, 


as that is the only road near 
the convent. But, as say.

has left the city of her own free will: she has

THK CONVENT AND VICINITY. 
Maryville Convent is one of the best known 
educational establishments in. the country. 
The institution is eonducted by the Sisters of 
the Sacred Heart. The convent which Miss 
Garrison attended was built about twelve 
years agoand is one of the handsomest 
buildings in the city. Itis located on Mera- 


mec street, about half a_ mile 
west of the tracks of the 
South St. Louis Railroad. Had 


Miss Garrison taken the car which starts at 
Sixth and Market streets she might have 
alighted at Meramec street and had a 
straight walk over an even road to the con- 
vent gate, but instend she took a Fifth 
street car at Olive street, alighted at the 
terminus of that road and thence inquired 
her way. There is a short cut across the 
fields and vacant lots from this point to the 
convent. A foot-path all the way is . clearly 
discernible, even when the ground 
is covered with snow. The path 
goes up and down hill, and at a few points 
any person taking it may be lost sight of by 
the few houses that make up the neighbor- 
hood. The little park known as the Laclede 
Park is at one end of the footpath which is 
being described, and it is thought that Miss 
Garrison was last seen in or near the park, 
The neighborhood is seantily built up, 
though there are an abundance of houses 
all the way from the Fifth street 
terminus to the entrance to the park, and di- 
rectly beyond the park is theconvent. If. as 
is thought, Mixs Garrison has been tmur- 
dered, it is difficult to understand how she 
could have been made away with without 
her attempted resisiance attracting atten- 
tion.

Panama road, and with vast interests in 
California. Mr. Abram Garrison, who is re- 
rted next to the Commodore in wealth, 
ives in Pittsburg. Mr. Oliver 
Garrison, the third of Fine brothers, and the 
ndiather of the missing giri, has been for 
fty years a resident of St. Louis, where he 
now occupies the position of president of the 
Mechanics’ Bank. The father of the missing 
irl was Abram 
Jliver, a gentleman who was conspicuous by 
his personal appearance and was a familiar 
figure in St. Louis up to the time of his death, 
nearly two years ago. The Garrisons are all 
a handsome family, and Abram Garrison Was 
one of .the handsomest, with a tall, com- 
manding figure, dark, fiasbing eyes, and 
a face almost swarthy, set olf by 
prematurely gray hair. He a 
striking resemblance to his sister, “rs. John 
G. Wells, and was a personage whom no one 
would pass on the street without a second 
look.

Shot His Wife. 


Tragedy This Morning--A Colored Man 
Shoots His Wife--Jealousy the Cause--She 
Will Probably Die. 


Dan Taylor, a colored hostlér employed at 
the Laclede stables on Sixth street, shot his 
wife Lou Taylor this morning, putting a bul- 
let in her head, another in her left side and 
another in the pa!m of her right hand. Tay- 
lor went to his home 1619 Orange street from 
the stables at 10. o’clock and_ told 
his wife that he had come to &ill 
her. She calied out for help and then cried: 
“Oh, husban ', give me time to pray.” 

“Not a minute,” was Taylor’s answer, and 
standing within arm’s length of his wife he 
fired three shots at ber from a bulldog re- 
v lver of 38-caliber. He fired low at first, 


and it was the last bullet that struck 
her in the head. When he saw 
the bloed flow from that wound he let go of 
her and ran out of the door. 

“I’ve killed my wife,” were Taylor’s words 
when he met Deputy Sheriff Vermillion in 
the street. “Arrest me if you want to.” 

Vermillion took charge of the man, whom 
he had been looking for and escorted him to 
the Four Courts. 

The cries of the woman and the firing 
reached the ears of the neighbors and they 
flocked into Tayior’s home, which consisted 
ol two rooms on the first floor of a two-story 
brick building. Among those who ran in was 
a niece of the wounded woman, 
who seeing the latter lying on 
a bed bleeding and moaning, 
threw her arm about her and held her so 
tight that she was at last forged to cry out to 
the neighbors to take the child away. An- 
other niece came in and went into hysterics as 
soon as she saw the condition of Mrs. Tay- 
lor. While two or three took charge of her 
nieces others ran for a physicians, and soon 
returned with Dr. Schieiffarth. He imme- 
diately set to work bandaging the wounds. 
Phe one in the head may result in her death. 


| This bullet hit her above the left ear and

A Surgical Wonder in St. Louis 
En Route to San Francisco. ~ 


The Survivor of a Roumanian Massacre, Whe 
Was Hung After His Throat Was Cut, 


At the Office of Dr. William Porter, corner 
of Sixth and Olive, a Post-DrisPaTcoH re 
porter this morning met a man who has been 
for five vears past an object of great interest 
to the medical men of Europe, and who will 
be introduced to the Medical Society of St. 
Louis, at its next meetting. A man who is 
able tg go about with a ghastly gash in his 
windpipe, but otherwise apnarently well and 
hearty, after having his throat ent and belng 
hung by the neck till he was supposed to be 
dead, is not often met with. 

Simon Lodenski, a native of Ronmanta, 


28 years old was one of ten Roumanians who 
were butchered by a band of gypsy robbers, 
February 15. 1877, on the road to Varsioe. 
They ent his threat across, severing his wind- 
nine and barely missing the great artery, 
Recovering consciousness, after be had fa 

en, he tried to crawl into the bushes at the 
roadside while the evrsies were anarreling 
over their plunder, but being discovered by 


thenght him dead, and then eutting him 
down they gave him an additional stab in 
the abdomen and one in the cheek and then 
threw his orparentiv lifeless body on the 
pile of other  vietims. Two days 
afterwards 
came nnon the seene of the massacre 
and finding Lodenski and oye of his butcher- 
ed companions still alive took them to the 
town where the other one soon died. For 
two vears Lodenski was unable to artienlate 
a worl, as the upper part of his wind. pipe 
had closed, and for six months he was nour- 
ished entirely by enemata. .Prof. Russ took 
him to Vienna and placed him in a_ hospital 
in eare of the most eminent Austria surgeons, 
There he remained five years and six months 
under treatment by which his wind pipe is 
onened,so that he can speak. The gash in 
his wind-pipe is still onen. Though he ean 
breath with it closed, it is safe for him to 
keep it onen as yet, and through this opening 
are passed ——s the metalic beads 
used in distending the. upper and of the 
wind pipe. His case has attracted the at- 
tention of the most eminent surgeons of 
Europe. On his way to San Francisco to 
meet his family he was sent by Dr. Mae 
Kenzie, of London, to Dr. Lefferts, of New 
York, aid by him sent to Dr. Porter, of this 
city.

herself upon the bed and told her children to 
run for a doctor. Before they 
returned with a physician the boy was dead. 
There are finger marks on the neck of the 
deceased, and the probable verdict will be 
death from strangulation. The boy worked 
in the chain factory at the corner of Ninth 
and Howard streets until Wednesday even- 
ing, when, .owing to an attack of chills and 
fever, he was forced to leave his place. The 
murderer is spoken of as a worthless 
fellow who occasionally did a day’s work in 
a quarry, but who was oftenér drunk than 
sober.
